To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Rural  District  Councils 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  on  the  health  and  health  services  of 
your  district  for  the  year  1958*  The  practice  of  previous  years  in  which  I 
have  included  details  of  personal  health  services  administered  by  me  as 
Divisional  Medical  Officer  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council  has  been  continued 
and  the  report  of  your  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector,  which  is  complementary 
to  this  report,  gives  a detailed  account  of  the  work  of  his  department. 

The  form  of  presentation  of  the  statistical  tables  and  rates  has  been 
altered  slightly  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  R egistrar -General 11  s estimated  mid  year  population  was  51*800  which 
is  an  increase  of  540  on  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  inhabited  houses 
has  increased  by  379  to  15,176.  There  were  1121  live  births  during  the  year, 

5 fewer  than  1957s  and  28  srill  births,  1 more  than  the  previous  year. 

During  the  year  there  were  unfortunat ely  two  maternal  deaths. 

Infant  deaths  totalled  28,  one  more  than  1957s  while  the  total  of  deaths 
at  all  age  groups  was  455,  an  increase  of  77  on  the  previous  year.  Although 
this  gave  a rate  below  that  for  the  Admihistrat ive  County  as  a whole  it  was 
above  the  National  f i pure  for  England  and  Wales. 

Notifications  of  infectious  diseases  remained  high  for  the  second  year 
in  succession.  The  1051  not  : float  ionSto  a large  extent  resulted  from  571 
cases  of  measles  in  the  last  two  months  of  the  year.  More  important  were 
the  201  cases  of  sonne  dysentery  of  which  nearly  half  occured  in  one  parish 
and  where  an  infant  school  was  almost  certainly  the  source  from  which  the  early 
cases  spread  the  infection  to  their  homes.  This  type  of  dysentery  although 
generally  not  severe  can  be  persistent  anc  throws  much  additional  work  on  the 
health  department  staff. 

There  were  two  cases  of  paralytic  poliomyelitis  and  one  non-paralytic. 

Of  these  one  of  the  paralytic  cases  had  not  had  any  protective  inoculations,  the 
other  had  had  his  first  injection  only  two  days  befor  the  onset  of  symptoms 
and  was  obviously  incubating  the  disease  at  the  time  of  injection.  The  non- 
paralytic  case  had  not  been  protected. 
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Acceptance  of  protective  immunisation  against  diphtheria  and  protective 
vaccination  against  smallpox  is  still  disappointing,  particularly  the  latter® 

Protection  against  poliomyeltis  was  eagerly  sou^it  and  the  number  who 
completed  an  initial  course  of  two  injection  was  quite  satisfactory  0 

Protective  vaccination  against  tuberculosis  was  offered  to  school 
children  in  the  13  year  old  group.  A preliminary  test  determines  whether 
or  not  the  child  has  been  exposed  to  tuberculosis  infection,  and  where  the 
result  was  in  the  negative,  vaccination  was  offered.  A confirmatory  test 
12  months  later  showed  that  of  305  vaccinated  in  1957»  279  attended  for 
testing.  Of  these  275  had  been  converted  from  negative  to  positive  (that  is 
had  developed  a degree  of  immunity)  and  only  4 remained  negative  and  at  risk. 

In  parts  three  and  four  of  the  report  the  work  of  the  health  visiting, 
nursing  and  midwifery  staff  is  presented  and  once  again  I have  to  congratulate 
them  on  the  care  and  skill  they  have  exercised  in  performing  their  important 
duties.  I would  also  like  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  work  done  by  the 
ladies  of  the  clinic  voluntary  committees. 

The  Home  Help  service  continued  to  expand  in  number  of  cases  dealt  with 
and  ii.  numbar  o^  hours  of  service.  Very  largely  this  has  become  a service  to 
the  elderly  and  particularly  to  those  on  lew  income.  Where  the  income  is 
large  domestic  assistance  is  generally  sought  privately  and  at  lower  oost 
outside  the  Hom^e  Help  scheme. 

I have  to  report  that  after  care  arrangements  under  Section  28  of  the 
National  Health  Service  Act  have  generally  worked  well  with  good  liaison 
between  hosp  Local  Authority  staff. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  thank  my  staff  and  my  colleagues  for  their  help 
during  the  year  and  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their 
interest  in  the  health  of  the  people  of  their  district.

TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AM)  MEMBERS  OF  THE  RURAL  COUNCIL. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I herewith  submit  for  your  consideration  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

1958. 


As  usual,  much  attention  was  paid  to  housing.  Inspections  of  property 
were  contimed  to  ensure  that  occupied  houses  were  up  to  the  standard 
required. 

Many  people  have  bought  houses  in  areas  that  were  doubtful  according  to 
the  requiremait  s of  the  Housing  Act,  but  thqy  have  done  so  much  "do  il 
yourself"  work  that  the  houses  have  taken  on  a new  lease  of  life. 

The  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958,  and  the  Regulations  thereunder  when  they 
come  into  force,  will  require  a higher  standard  of  premises  and  equipment. 

The  problem  of  refuse  collection  in  the  rural  district  is  becoming  one 
of  bulk  rather  than  weight.  The  large  number  of  modern  ranges  installed 
has  considerably  reduced  the  proportion  of  ash,  while  extended  use  of  pre- 
packed foods,  washing  powders,  etc.  has  considerably  increased  the 
proportion  of  paper  and  cardboard.  In  consequence  the  tip  cannot  be  made 
as  solid  as  before  so  that  fire  can  creep  into  the  heart  of  the  tip  more 
easily. 

The  diversity  of  the  work  carried  out  will  be  noted  from  the  various 
headings. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  comments  are  given  first  anl  the  tabulated 
figures  later. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  staff,  both  inside  and  out,  for  it  is  only 
by  a combined  effort  that  the  multifarious  duties  can  becarried  out. 

I am  also  indebted  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  various 
committees  for  their  support,  and  to  the  Medical  Officer  and  other  officials 
for  their  co-operation  and  assistance  throughout  the  year.

HOUSING 


Housing,  as  one  would  expect,  forms  a very  important  part  '"'f  the 
public  health  injector's  work  for  it  is  round  the  home  that  each  individual's 
life  revolves.  At  the  end  of  the  year  104  houses  were  considered  to  be 
unfit  for  human  habitation;  102  new  houses  were  built  so  that,  bearing  in 
mind  the  long  waiting  lists  for  council  houses,  the  general  housing  position 
could  not  be  considered  to  be  satisfactory.  The  tenants  of  51  sub-standard 
houses  were  re-housed  by  the  Council  during  the  year* 

The  number  of  informal  notices  served  in  respect  of  houses  was  less  than 
in  the  previous  year,  as  was  the  number  of  statutory  notices  - an  indication 
that  the  houses  in  the  rural  district  are  kept  in  a better  state  of  repair. 

Many  people  bought  the  house  they  previously  occupied  as  tenants*  They 
naturally  took  more  interest  and  pride  in  their  dwellings  so  that  the  standard 
of  some  meighbourhoods  has  risen  rather  than  fallen. 

Some  tenants  took  advantage  of  the  Rent  Act,  1957*  74  Certificates  of 

Disrepair  were  issued  and  40  Undertakings  were  accepted.  By  the  end  of  the 
year  19  of  the  certificates  had  been  revoked. 

57  applications  for  Improvement  Grants  were  approved  during  the  year. 


VERMINOUS  PREMISES. 


The  number  of  verminous  premises  dealt  with  was  7 compared  with  16  in 
the  previous  year.  It  is  surprising  that  there  are  still  people  willing 
to  share  their  houses  with  such  disturbing  visitors.  It  is  even  more 
surprising  that  it  has  not  been  made  a punishable  offence  to  fail  to  notify 
the  local  authority  of  the  presence  of  the  more  obnoxious  types,  i.e*  bugs 
and  fleas.  It  is  an  offence  in  the  case  of  rats,  why  not  these  other 
vermin  also? 
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COMPLAINTS 


1,287  visits  were  made  in  comection  with  complaints*  One  unusual 
complaint  concerned  worms*  An  urgent  message  was  received  that  there  were 
millions  of  earth  worms  in  a certain  "backyard*  They  disappeared  as  quickly 
and  quietly  as  they  had  appeared* 


WATER  SUPPLIES* * 


Of  the  278  samples  taken  only  5 were  below  standard*  Four  of  these 
five  samples  were  from  a private  supply  and  resulted  in  the  installation  of 
a filter*

96*78$  of  tie  houses  in  the  rural  district  are  connected  to  the  Council's 
sewers o This,  as  is  the  case  of  main  water  supplies,  is  a very  satisfactory 
proportion..  This  figure  will  again  he  increased  when  the  various  sewage 
schemes  to  serve  Badswarth,  Thorpe  Audlin,  Nostell  Long  Row,  Kirk  Smeaton 
and  Little  Smeaton  are  completed * 


MEAT  AND  MEAT  INSPECT  ION* 

The  small  proportion  of  condemnations  shows  that  the  class  of  livestock 
slaughtered  in  the  rural  district  centimes  to  he  of  a hi^i  standard  and  reflects 
credit  on  the  butchers  concerned® 

The  proportion  of  animals  affected  with  disease  has  agpin  fallen,  and  is 
presumably  due  either  to  the  combined  efforts  of  the  veterinary  service  and  the 
farmers,  or  the  butchers  buying  only  good  fualAty  animals*  A 100$  inspection 
was  made  during  the  year* 


SLAUGHTERHOUSES  AND  KNACKERS'  YARDS® 

There  were  sever  private  slaughterhouses  licensed  in  the  rural  district 
during  the  year,  and  two  knackers'  yard* 

The  Slau^iterhouses  Act,  1958  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  August, 

1958®  It  amends  certain  provisions  of  other  Acts  and  makes  provision  for 
regulations  to  be  made  requiring  a certain  standard  to  be  attained  by  a date 
not  yet  specified®  The  object  is  to  improve  the  general  hygiene  in  this  class 
of  premises® 


SLAUGHTERMEN* 

25  Licences  were  renewed  and  2 new  ones  were  granted® 

A new  provision  is  contained  in  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Prevention 
of  Cruelty)  Regulations,  1958,  whereby  '•licences  Her  new  slaughterman  may 
be  conditional  upon  the  licensee  slaughtering  only  under  supervision  by 
someone  more  experienced* 
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OTHER  FOODS 


During  the  year  11  cwt*  3 qrs*  14  lbs.  of  food  other  than  butchers*  meat 
was  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption,  which  is  little  more  than  half 
of  the  figure  for  the  previous  year* 

Proceedings  were  taken  in  the  case  of  an  usound  trifle  which  had  been 
sold  and  the  defendants  were  fined  £15  and  ordered  to  pay  a total  of 
£9*7s*Od*  towards  the  costs*

Only  three  tuberculin  positive  samples  were  found  during  the  year* 
The  Ministry*  s inspectors  were  notified  of  each  case  immediately  and  th^y 
tock  the  necessary  steps  to  trace  the  source  of  infection* 


ICE  CREAM. 


Seven  bacteriological  samples  were  taken  and  two  were  found  to  be 
below  standard*  The  manufacture  concerned  was  immediately  visited  and 
certain  advice  given*  Subsequent  samples  proved  to  be  satisfactory* 


SWIMMING  BATHS* 

There  are  two  swimming  baths  in  the  district,  one  being  the  public 
baths  at  South  Elmsall,  the  other  being  the  one  privately  owned  at  The 
Quaker  School,  Ackworth* 

Samples  were  taken  by  this  department  throughout  the  period  they 
were  in  use*  Of  the  23  samples  taken,,  uly  one  was  doubtful*  The  standard 
of  purity  of  swimming  bath  water  is  similar  to  the  standard  for  drinking 
water*  The  attendant  at  each  place  is  provided  with  apparatus  for 
ascertaining  the  chlorine  content  and  ph  value  so  that  these  important 
factors  can  be  checked  frequently  throu^iout  each  day*  At  the  public 
swimming  baths  at  South  Elmsall  these  tests  are  carried  out  three  times 
daily  and  the  results  entered  in  a register* 


SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION* 

97®1$  of  the  closets  in  the  district  are  on  the  water  carriage 
system,  a very  large  proportion  for  a rural  district*  This  proportion  will 
be  increased  when  tie  schemes  mentioned  under  the  paragraph  headed  "Sewers 
and  Sewerage"  arecmpletedo 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


There  are  16,240  bins  to  he  emptied  in  the  rural  d istrict  each  week, 
making  a total  of  844*480  bins  to  be  emptied  and  disposed  of  each  year*  To 
do  this  work  the  Council  employs  12  drivers,  29  labourers,  1 motor  mechanic 
and  his  apprentice,  and  2 foramen  with  2 drivers  and  3 labourers  employed 
part  time  on  the  emptying  of  bins  and  part  time  on  the  removal  of  night  soil* 

There  are  440  premises  not  yet  on  a water  carriage  system  so  that 
piivies  have  to  be  used#  This  number  will  be  reduced  when  the  schemes 
mentioned  in  the  paragraph  headed  "Sewers  and  Sewerage"  are  completed# 

The  method  of  disposal  is  by  controlled  tipping  on  sites  at  Little 
Smeaton,  Upton,  South  Elmsall,  South  Kirkby,  Great  Houston,  Shafton  and 
Ackworth* 

Occasionally  householders  complain  of  the  gruffness  ofihe  dustmen* 

Many  householders  speak,  or  shout,  at  the  dustmen  instead  of  speaking  civilly* 
A little  refuse  may  have  spilled  on  the  yard  but  surely  it  could  be  pointed 
out  in  a reasonable  manner*  Furthermore,  the  language  used  is  frequently 
not  to  be  found  in  any  dictionary*  In  consequence  the  men  tend  to  adopt  a 
somewhat  aggressive  attitude  as  a means  of  defence*  It  was  very  pleasing, 
in  view  ofihe  foregoing,  to  receive  a letter  from  a South  Elmsall  resident 
containing  the  description  "your  extremely  courteous  dustmen"* 


CESSPOOLS* 


The  number  of  cesspools  in  the  district  rose  from  147  to  150  during 
the  year  but  this  number  shculd  be  reduced  when  the  schemes  mentioned  in  the 
paragraph  headed  "Sewers  and  Sewerage"  are  completed*  Every  time  there  is 
an  opportunity  to  abolidi  one,  either  by  an  extension  of  the  sewer  or 
replacement  by  a small  sewage  plant,  the  opportunity  is  grasped*  Every 
time  a plan  for  a new  dwelling  is  submitted  aad  a cesspool  is  proposed,  the 
site  is  examined  and  a small  sewage  disposal-  plant  substituted  for  the 
cesspool  if  possible#  In  spite  of  this,  the  number  creeps  up  slightly  each 
year* 

The  cost  of  this  service  in  1948  was. £1, 629;  in  1958  it  was  only 
£1,549  although  wages  had  increased  by  two-fifths*  This  is  due  to  re- 
organisation and  the  purchase  of  a larger  machine# 


SALVAGE* 

The  collection  of  waste  paper  and  cardboard  in  the  rural  district  is 
not  a profitable  scheme  due  to  the  low  average  quantity  collected  per  call 
and  Ihe  distance  between  the  calls*  The  Public  Health  Committee  considered 
a further  scheme  to  reduce  the  Council* s losses  and  a pilot  scheme  was  pat 
into  operation*  The  result  was  a decision  to  extend  the  schane  but  this

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PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES, 


By  the  erri  of  -the  year  there  were  15  public  conveniences  in  the  rural 
districto  These  are  situate  at  Brierley,  Great  Houston,  Grimethorpe, 
Havercroft,  Little  Houston,  Shafton9  South  Hiendley,  South  Elmsall,  South 
Kirkby,  Upton  and  North  Elmsallo 

It  is  unfortunate  that  a few  members  of  the  public  still  lack  that 
sense  of  proper  social  conduct  that  is  so  desirable  in  a civilised  conmunity. 
As  in  previous  years,,  this  depart  mart  was  continually  notifying  the  Council's 
Surveyor  of  further  wanton  damage  done  to  public  conveniences,. 


RODENT  CONTROL,, 


Rodent  control  work  continued  to  be  carried  out  by  two  operatives.  The 
sewers  throughout  the  rural  district  were  test=baited  and,  where  the  bait  was 
taken,  all  adjoining  manholes  were  treated. 

All  the  Council’s  refuse  tips,  sewage  works,  market  and  depots  were 
inspected  and  treated  regularly. 

Some  703  dwellings  were  inspected  for  the  presence  of  rodents  together 
with  116  premises,  other  than  dwellings.  658  different  premises  were 
treated. 

The  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  decided  not  to  enter 
into  any  further  contract  concerning  rodent  control  on  farms  after  March, 
1958,  and  to  discontinue  the  rodent  control  service  in  March,  1959« 


STORAGE  OF  PETROLEUM  SPIRIT. 


59  Licences  were  issued  during  the  year  authorising  the  storage  of  a 
total  of  176,860  gallons.  It  will  be -^eadily  appreciated  that  the  storage 
of  such  a large  quantity  of  explosive  material  is  a heavy  responsibility. 
The  assistance  of  the  Fire  Service  in  ensuring  that  all  the  necessary 
precautions  are  taken  to  prevent  accidents  is  greatly  appreciated. 


SPOILBANKSq 


As  is  usual  in  colliery  districts,  the  large,  dark  mishapen,  sombre” 
looking  heaps  of  spoil  dominate  much  of  the  landscape. 

The  new  aerial  flight  at  Monckton  Collieries  came  into  operation  during 
the  year.  This  is  not  the  best  way  of  tipping  spoil  as  there  is  insufficient 
consolidation.  As  the  spoil  is  to  be  bull~dozed  into  position  this  defect 
ought  to  be  remedied. 
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Planning  permission  was  granted  for  a new  tipping  site  in  Broad  Lane, 
South  Elmsallo  The  conditions  agreed  upon  ought  to  ensure  that  the  tip  does 
not  take  fire  as  the  method  of  tipping  ensures  ample  consolidation* 


CLEAN  AIR*,, 

Several  sections  of  tie  Clean  Air  Act,  195&  did  not  come  into  force  until 
the  1st  day  of  June,  1958°  These  sections  mainly  deal  with  industrial 
premises  - the  emission  of  dark  smoke  from  chimneys,  grit  and  dust  from 
furnaces  and  the  application  of  the  Act  to  railway  engines* 

The  Dark  Smoke  (Permitted  Periods)  Regulations,  1958  came  into  force 
and  qpecif  ied,  amongst  other  things,  the  number  of  minutes  dark  smoke  could 
be  emitted  in  eight  hours*  In  view  of  Ihe  lengthy  period  of  observation 
required  and  the  shortage  of  inspectors,  this  section  is  unlikely  to  be  used 
very  frequently* 

The  National  Coal  Board  stated  that,  while  they  were  reluctant  to  be 
committed  to  supply  smokeless  fuel  for  miners  in  smoke  control  areas,  they 
were  prepared  to  buy  back  the  concessionaiy  coal  in  such  cases. 


CLEAN  FOOD* 


The  importance  of  clean  food  is  a matter  that  has  come  to  the  fore  in 
recent  years*  It  is  usually  only  the  more  blatant  cases  that  cane  to  light 
and  is  best  dealt  with  by  obtaining  the  co-operation  of  t he  parties  concerned* 

Frequent  visits  to  food  premises  of  all  types  were  made  and  advice 
given  as  to  best  methods  to  be  adopted  in  each  particular  case* 

As  the  amount  of  food  being  sold  by  hawkers  increases,  so  does  the 
necessity  for  ti^atening  up  the  regulations  concerning  the  hygienic  conditions 
under  which  food  is  soldo  "Food  for  immediate  consumption",  as  worded  in  the 
Act,  needs  defining*  It  ha  s been  held  to  man  food  that  is  eaten  forthwith, 
e*g * at  a coffee-stall*  A cream  cake  contaminated  by  dirty  handling,  but 
eaten  forthwith,  is  far  less  likely  to  cause  illness  than  one  that  is  bought 
from  a van  to  be  eaten  sometime  la  ter  $ thegprms  in  the  first  case  will  not 
have  had  time  to  multiply,  in  the  s econd  case  they  may  have  had  time  to 
multiply  a hundredfold*  Yet  the  standard  of  hygiene  required  by  the  regulations 
in  the  f irst  case  is  higher  than  in  the  second* 


WEST  RIDING  (GENERAL  POWERS)  ACT*  1951* 

The  section  of  this  Act  most  frequently  used  is  the  one  concerning  the 
registration  of  hawkers  of  food  and  their  premises*  The  numbers  increase 
year  by  year* 
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TENTS,  VANS  AND  SHEDS® 

Twelve  applications  for  licences  were  received  in  respect  of  caravans ® 
Nine  new  licences  were  granted  and  three  licences  were  renewed® 

The  use  of  caravans  as  permanent  dwellings  is  not  to  be  encouraged®  They 
are  satisfactory  in  summer,  but  the  problems  connected  with  ventilation  and 
condensation  in  t he  winter  make  them  undesirable  for  huma  n habitation,  and 
especially  so  in  the  case  of  children®  Nevertheless,  such  conditions  may  be 
less  undesirable  than  living  in  overcrowded  conditions  in  a dwell inghouse® 

The  frequent  reports  of  casualties  due  to  fires  in  caravans  indicate  the 
necessity  for  regulations  in  connection  with  this  matter® 


PUBLIC  SEAT S0 


The  erection  of  a heavier  type  of  public  seat  at  new  sites,  and  at  sites 
where  seats  have  been  so  damaged  as  t o require  renewal,  has  resulted  in  less 
damage,  but  not  in  complete  elimination®  In  one  case,  as  no  damage  could  be 
done  by  the  ususal  means  adopted  by  hooligans,  tools  were  used®
